He found 
acceptance in the eyes of his Prince ; he fucceed- 
ed in hisattempt: and, retarning with the inef- 
timable prize, lodged her fafe in the royal apart- 
mens. 

Tne fymmetry of her form was like that of the 
flender p Im; her eyes were brilliant as she 
ee diamond ; and her breath fragrant as

The tyrart having aecomplithed his defires, 
praiied the fidelity of the meflenger, to whom hc 
lavifhed favors with an anfparing hand: and fi- 
nally, raifed him to the higne ft office in his do- 
minions.

After many moons had paffed, Benhadar, who 
had been acquainted with a variety of circumftan- 
ces ip favor of his prifoner, relaxed his rigoug, 
and, at the hazard of his head, treated him 
with unmerited indulgence. 

It was at this period of time the tyrant died, 
and Haffan Afchaban fucceeded to the govern- 
ment of the province ; of whole virtues, and the 
lenity of his keeper, the wretch Cafganaker 
availing himfelf, had the addrefs to caute a re- 
prefentation to be made to that Prince, of the 
unfaithfalnels of Benhadar to his truft, ie grant- 
ing unwarrantable Jiberty and indulgence to the 





prifoners committed to his charge. 

Cafganatker, in the days of his profperity, | 
by arts unknown to generous minds, nad made } 
himfelf. many friends. Thole had forfuken him | 
in the gloomy feafon of adverfity ; bucabferving | 


his re-advancement appeared praticable, and | 
when accomplithed, couid not fail to. coatribute | 
to their own interefl. Stimulated by motives of | 
felf-love, they tepped forward, and fueceeded | 
in reftoring the mivion to the notice of soyalty. 

Princes fee through tinted opties, and bear but 
through the medium of others : Haffan Afchaban ! 
incenied arth: ijuftice of his predeceffor, and | 
the infidelity of his fervants, ordered the good | 
Senhadar to he thrown into the dangeon, and or- 
dered Cefganatker to fupply his place as govern. 
or Of the fortrefs. Though long a probstioner in 
the fchool of affiction, this man had not profited 
by its admonirions ; with the fortitude of virvee, 
he bad loft the fenfe of gratitude, and the feel- 
ings of humanity. His tyranny over the victims 
committed to bis traf was fuch as added double 
weightto misfortune, while it involved in the 
common doom, the friend to whom he owed the 
mot indifpenfible obligations. 

Haffin Afchabin was not acquainted with the 
corrupt fyflem of Eaftern politics : he was aware 
of the abufes which had been introduced durin 
the reigns of his effeminate anceftors : his irk 
great attempt wes therefore to feek the fource of 
thofe pol!uted ft: eams which replenifhed the chan- 
nels of corruption, and diffufed their baneful in- 
fluence through all histerritories For this per- 
pofe, he not only employed men of integrity in 
every diftritt, to make faithful reports concern- 
ing the pablic welfare : but anxious to ameliorate 
the condition of the moft unfortunate of his fub- 
je@s, he vifited in perfon the dwellings of wretch- 
ednefs, where he marked with the niceft difcri- 
mination, the fufferings of virtue and of vice. 

With active zeal he explored the dungeons of 
Tamala, and granted every prifoner liberty to 
relate his own hiftory. That of Benhadar made 
a paricular impreffion on his mind, while every 
tongue bore teftimony to the worth of this injur- 
ed man; anda number of corroborating circum- 
ftances added weight to his own narration.

Long and profperous was the reign of Haflan 
Afchaban. His fame exteaded from the walls of 
Cairoto the Ethiopean Defart ; while the voiee 
of a happy people applauded the wifdom of his 
a&t, in the promotion of a man of integrity, 
who poifed the balance of Juftice with « feady 
hand, tothe difcomfiwre of Vice, the encou- 
ragement of Virtue, and the eventual aggran- 
dizement of an extenfive territory. 

On a general and curfory furvey of mankind, 
we are too frequently inclined to form incohe~ 
rent opinions of caufes, on which depend the 
moft important events ;: and are far more ready 
toarraign the wifdom which planned and arrang- 
ed all mortal affairs, than to acknowledge our 
want of penetrationto account for the various 
movements of a grand and complicated machine. 

Misfortunes operate varioufly on the human 
mind. Some hearts they foften and fru@ify ; 
others they render more callous and fleril. Of 
the cup of profperity, few know how to drinle 
with moderation ; particularly thole who are moft 
unaccuftomed to the faicinating draught; but 
when the fweet ingredient of Power is mingled 
therewith, it becomes in the extreme, intoxicat- 
img anddangerows! And the man who can re- 
filt-its temptations, mutt be little lefs than a pro. 
digy of Temperance and Virtue. 

Weare aptto think hardly of Providence ref. 
peéting her difpofal of the links in the great chain 
of Subordination ; but we have frequeat oppor- 
tunity of being convinced that our judgment ir 
erronious and fallible. 

To but a few has heaven permitted the lot of 
rifing to confpicuous fitaations, and prefiding: 
over the fates of their fellow mortals; and that 
lot is wifely decreed to be the touch fone to 
their Vices and Virtues. Placed beyond the 
reach of control, the vain wil! indulge their va- 
nity, the ambitious their ambition, and the un- 
grateful their imgratitude ; the wise will difplay 
their wifdom, the jutt their juftice, end the mer> 
ciful their philantrophy. 

Here will men appear in their proper colors,’ 
and excite the indigaity or admiration which 
they deferve. They will long be held up ta 
view as perfe& patterns or juit examples, and 
will ever bear teftimony to this important truth = 
That in every ftate or country, the ‘* had are. 
public curfes, and the good public bleflings ;’* 
that Vice is the dangerous rock which threatens 
the community with fhipwreck; aud Virtue the 
faithful beacon, that glides thro’ ftorms and tem~ 
pefts, tothe ‘ defired haven” of peace and profa 
perity.

Authentic wformation is received from Groraltar of as 
Jate a date, received therc from Mahon, of the French fquad- 
son having returoed to Toulon, nuch difabled by bad wea- 
ther, and the crews very fickly ; ove 74 is milling, fuppo- 
fed (o have put into Palesmo, 

On Tuefday arrived in 40 days from Lifbon, the fchr 
Difpatch, Capt. Hammet From a paffenger we learn 
that 40,000 French troups were at Bayonne, oa the point 
of maiching againft Portugal; in confequence of which, 
the greaelt agitation prevailed throughout the whole coun. 
tiy----the plate had been taken from the churches, the 
wmerchants and inhabitants generally were contributing to 
pay the fom required, and a meffenger was difpatched to 
Pasis, for the purpole of acceding in toto to the demands 
of Buonsparte. The Portuguefe troops were marching for 
the frontiers to meet the French and Spaniards---When the 
Difpatch failed (May 6) t was reported that the olagne

The {quadron confhilts of the Prefident, Philadelphia, Effex, 
and Enierprize, completely manned and well officered, 
and provided in the fulleft manner with every thing necefisry, 
Jt is hoped that no aggreflion will take place on the part 
of the Barbary powers; but if any of them fhould have 
declared war again the United Stairs, Commodore Dace 
has orders to defend the honor of his country, and to pio 
te& its commerce by affording convoy, when required, to 
American veifels trading within the Mediterranean, The 
force of the fquadron is thought to be fully able to meet the 
naval force of all the Barbary powers united. The large ft 
fhip of Algitrs carries but 94 guns,6 and 9 poundeis, calicd 
the Crefceiit, and built in New.Hamphhue, 

We unde:fiand that the Prefident of the United States 
has wacated the Legations to Lifbon and the Hague. The 
reafons oa which this flep has been taken, are almof too 
obvious to require enumetatioa, and certainly fo evident as 
to need but lute amplification. By it, two important ef. 
fe&s will be produced ; the immediate faving of a confi- 
derable annual expenditure and a fuperceffion of thofe deli- 
cate diplomatic tics which cnited vs to European powers 
Economy dittaies the former no leis powerfully than found 
policy secommends the later. An annual expence of pro 
bably more than 20,000 dollars will be retrenched, with. 
out injuring our commercial relations at Portugal and the 
Batavia; Republic ; as we have no doubt but that im the 
room of the diplomatic agents, 1¢efpetable confuls will be 
appoinicd, with poweis ftriGtly appropriate to the inter- 
courfes of trade.
